Ian Mikardo School in Talwin 
Street, Bow, was a toddler living 
with his mum in the flat next 
door when he met Janet 28 
years ago. 

"When I was younger, I 
didn't take any notice of Janet," 
he told East End Life. 

But when, a couple of weeks 
ago, he stepped into his neigh- 
bour's flat for the first time, he 
was shocked by what he saw - 
a cluttered property and in 
most parts inaccessible to Janet, 
who has limited mobility and 


numerous other health Issues. 

Ian added: "I often knock at 
Janet's door to ask how she is 
and keep an eye out for her. But 
when I visited a couple of weeks 
ago and stepped through the 
door, I saw that she lives in her 
front room and has to crawl up 
the stairs to use the bathroom. 

"Upstairs, the sink is cracked, 
the bath is probably older than 
I am, wallpaper is falling off the 
walls, and there is state of 
disrepair."

“It is not fair for an older person to 
have to live like that,” Ian continued. 

Janet (pictured below with Ian) ex- 
plained that she moved into the flat in 
Knapp Road in 1980 and bought it 
under the Right to Buy scheme in 2002. 

But a series of health problems includ- 
ing prolapsed discs in her back, torn car- 
tilage in her knees, ripped tendons, blood 
clots and breathing problems have 
made life a struggle and the flat has 
been left to decay. 

But things are now looking up. So far 
Ian has ripped out and largely re- 
placed Janet's ageing bathroom, treat- 
ed mould that was growing on the walls 
and written to scores of companies to 
ask for donations of materials. 

Screwfix donated vouchers, which 
paid for glue and bathroom tiles, ' 
which Ian spent days fitting. Now the 
good Samaritan 



wants the community to come togeth- 
er to restore the rest of the flat and make 
it suitable for Janet. 

“I don't just want to make the accom- 
modation look better, I want to make 
it accessible,” he said. 

“Whatever people can offer will be 
welcome, be it a professional skill or a 
donation towards material.” 

“We all live near someone who needs 
a helping hand, and it's easy to forget 
that a bit of assistance can make all the 
difference to someone who's finding life 
hard.” 

Janet said: “Although I have a 
brother who lives outside London and 
a nephew who leads a busy life, I have 
very few contacts in the community. 
“I can't believe what Ian is doing 
for me. This could really change 
my life.”

Plan to use Right 
to Buy receipts

PLANS are taking shape for how the 
council can provide more affordable 
housing, by investing £20.5 million of 
Right to Buy receipts. 

At a meeting on Tuesday, July 28, Mayor John 
Biggs and his cabinet agreed proposals aimed at 
helping address rising prices and a waiting list 
for social housing that stands at 19,650 people. 

These included investing £5 million of Right 
to Buy receipts in existing developments includ- 
ing Dame Colet House, Poplar Baths, and four 
smaller sites. This would see 110 affordable 
homes built. 

A selective programme of 'buy backs' of 
properties on council estates managed by Tow- 
er Hamlets Homes was also proposed, along with 
four new council house developments, which 


would see 180 affordable housing units built. 

Mayor Biggs, said: “Finding the funding to 
replenish the social housing stock is of utmost ne- 
cessity and is a real priority for us as a council - 
there is significant need for additional housing 
in Tower Hamlets. 

“Rising house prices are pricing ordinary peo- 
ple out of the borough. The impact of the Gov- 
ernment's budget on social housing rents puts a 
real squeeze on the council and other housing 
providers and makes it even more challenging 
to meet the real need for affordable housing. 

“This is a move in the right direction. It sets 
out our desire to make good use of Right to Buy 
receipts, and it recognises the importance that 
we place in investing in social housing.” 

Council officers will now work on the plans 
and in September present a detailed strategy on 
how the money will be spent.

New strategy designed 
to protect young people 


Half Moon Young People's Theatre will get £20,000 


MORE than 100 local third 
sector organisations will 
share £9.6 million from the 
council. 

Commissioners appointed by 
the Government to manage 
the council's grant making 
agreed the funding at a public 
meeting at the Town Hall on 
Wednesday July 29. It was the 
culmination of a five-month 
process, involving extensive 
consultation with third sector 
groups. 

Organisations working 
within the borough were 
invited to apply for funding 
to help the council to achieve 
strategic objectives in the 
community plan, reducing 
inequality in the borough. 

There were 368 applications 
in total. 

Successful applicants include: 

■ The Council of Voluntary 
Services, which helps to support 
and ensure good practice in 
other third sector organisations. 

■ Half Moon Young People's 
Theatre, which will receive 
£20,000 to deliver workshops for 
young people. 


■ Mind in Tower Hamlets will 
receive just under £70,000 to 
lead a project aiming to help 
people with mental health 
issues find work. 

■ City Gateway, which will 
get £16,000 to lead a project 
empowering women to be- 
come leaders and spokespersons 
in their communities. 

Sir Ken Knight, Lead Commis- 
sioner, said: "This money 
has been a vital source of 


funding for the borough's 
third sector organisations for 
many years. 

"The grants will provide a 
platform for these organisa- 
tions to continue their work for 
the next three years. 

"The new criteria we intro- 
duced this time around has 
streamlined the application 
process to ensure that the 
people of Tower Hamlets 
really benefit from this funding." 


Pledge to boost health 
visitor numbers by 50% 


THE council has set itself 
a target of increasing the 
number of qualified health 
visitors by more than 50 
per cent, to help give chil- 
dren a better start in life. 

It aims to have 95 health 
visitors by 2017, up from the 63 
expected to be employed when 
it takes over responsibility for 
providing early years public 
health services this year. 

In October, responsibility will 
transfer from NHS England to 
local authorities for the Healthy 
Child Programme which deals 


with kids up to five years old. 
This includes the health visiting 
service, which provides qualified 
nurses to visit children in 
their homes to assess a family's 
emotional and physical and 
wellbeing. 

It also includes the family 
nurse partnership, which provides 
targeted support for vulnerable, 
teenage first-time mothers. 

The initial six-month alloca- 
tion of funding for this work 
from the Department of Health 
to the council is £3.855 million 
- £3i5k more than was first 


allocated following a challenge 
from the council. 

Mayor of Tower Hamlets John 
Biggs said: "Public health is 
arguably most important for 
children in their infancy and we 
look forward to delivering a 
high level of service to children 
from the moment they are 
born right up until they become 
19 years old." 

The council already provides 
public health services to children 
aged 5-19 and for those up to 25 
years with special educational 
needs and disabilities. 


A NEW strategy to tackle 
anti-social groups and 
youth violence has been 
introduced by the council. 

It aims to protect young 
people from all forms of 
exploitation, violence and abuse, 
and targets dismptive and crim- 
inal activities in public spaces. 

It also encompasses violence 
against women and girls; child 
sexual exploitation; challenges 
associated with radicalisation 
and extremism; hate crime and 
alcohol and substance misuse. 

The strategy will use intelli- 
gence from the police, NHS, 
housing and other agencies 
and offers the borough new 
enforcement and intervention 
measures against those who 
persist in anti-social behaviour. 

Employment, health and 
housing support will be 


offered to ex-offenders, if they 
want to change their lifestyle. 

Mayor of Tower Hamlets, 
John Biggs said: "Those who in- 
flict violence or hate crime on 
people who work, live or visit the 
borough will not be tolerated. 

"We, alongside our partners, 
will do all we can to ensure Tower 
Hamlets remains a safe and 
cohesive place for all." 

Cllr Shiria Khatun, deputy 
mayor and cabinet member 
for Community Safety added: 
"This initiative will add 
resources to the safeguarding of 
our young people and make our 
community safer." 

Tower Hamlets already has a 
nationally recognised, best prac- 
tice Family Wellbeing model in 
place which safeguards and 
promotes the welfare of chil- 
dren, young people and families.

Feeding support 
to mums at work 


News from Tower

Health 

THIS year, World Breast 
Feeding Week, held dur- 
ing August 1-7, focused 
on helping women to 
combine breast feeding 
and work. 

Breastfeeding is the healthi- 
est way to feed your baby. 
Exclusive breastfeeding 
(giving your baby breast milk 
only) is recommended for 
around the first six months (26 
weeks) of your baby's life. 

After that, giving your baby 
breast milk alongside other 
food will help them continue to 
grow and develop healthily. 
You can continue breastfeeding 
for a year or two or longer. 

Many women are able to 
continue breastfeeding when 
they return to work. The baby 
can take expressed milk from a 
cup (or bottle for babies under 
6 months) and enjoy solid 
foods, then breastfeed when at 
home, which helps maintain a 
strong relationship during the 
transition period. 

The re-commissioned Baby 
Feeding Support Service was 
formally launched on August 4 
and is delivered by Barts Health 
NHS Trust in partnership with 
The Breastfeeding Network and 
commissioned by the council. 

The service is here to support 
mothers with baby and infant 
feeding, whatever decisions 
they make about how they 
want to feed their baby. 

Tower Hamlets is one of just 
six London boroughs to achieve 
full Unicef Baby Friendly Breast- 
feeding accreditation and was 
the first to be accredited across 
hospital, community health 
services and children's centres.

London’s own particular pea soup 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


A ‘LONDON PARTICULAR’, thick and 
yellow as pea soup, wrapping itself 
around buildings, creeping through 
doors and windows and choking 
throats - the oppressive, suffocating 
fogs that afflicted the East End of 
London for hundreds of years are 
hard for us to imagine now. 

Although too many Londoners still 
become ill (and indeed die too earlier) 
because of poison in the air, the skies over 
the city are brilliantly clean compared to 
those of recent memory. 

And, as academic Christine Corton 
reminds us in her new book London Fog: 
The Biography, it is really very recent indeed 
(for those of us of a certain age). 

Until the Clean Air Act of 1956, we were 
stumbling along pavements within an im- 
penetrable blanket, caused by the unique 
combination of misty damp East End air, 
collecting in the low-lying London basin, 
and the tiny flecks of sooty carbon, belched 
out by several million coal-burning home 
fires and factories. 

The year of the Queen's ascent to the 
throne, 1952, saw the 'Great Smog'. It's 
estimated that around 25,000 Londoners 
were killed by the toxic pall that fell upon 
us between December 5 and 9, in that year. 
Many more will have become ill, have 
crashed their cars, or spent hours waiting 
for trains that never arrived. 

If all Londoners had a miserable time with 
the fog, East Enders had it worst of all. We 
know, of course, that the prevailing winds, 
blowing from West to East in Britain, 
tended to blow the filth of the city our way. 
We also know that the East Ends of most 
British cities, tended as a result to become 
home to the poorest. 

Rollo Russell, son of prime minister Lord 
Russell, was a meteorologist, appalled by 
the effect the fogs had on the East End. He 
wrote in the 1870s that the prevailing winds 
caused East Enders to 'present an un- 
healthy appearance unlike that of the 
country population'. 

The evils were physical, psychological... 
even existential. Not only were we suffer- 
ing lung diseases and bronchitis, but 'ner- 
vous disorders... effects upon the mind 
and spirits... weakening the system and 
shortening life... resulting frequently in a 
resort to alcohol... damage to eyesight... 
accidents by railway, road and river'. 

Calling her book 'a biography' seems 
somehow appropriate, for the fog becomes 
a character in the lives of East Enders, 
malevolent, poisonous yet very familiar... 



and often viewed with affectionate humour. 
Londoner Bob Hope, transplanted to the 
balmy climes of California, is dismissive of 
the Sunshine State's fogs, calling them 
'London fogs without the vitamins'. 

Londoners, with their peculiarly 
inventive language, came up with a host 
of names for this curse. It only really 
began to appear with the Industrial 
Revolution of course, and the mass use of 
coal, and well into the 19th century there 
was still a linguistic confusion as to the 
distinction between smoke and fog 
(particularly for non-Londoners). 

But by the middle of the 1800s we were 
talking about 'pea soupers' (a staple in those 
days for East Enders was a nourishing,

filling and cheap broth of yellow peas, 
unlike the green variety we eat today). A 
'London Particular' meanwhile was a dark 
brown Madeira wine imported solely 
for the London market. Thick, brown and 
often dangerous to the health... but London 
Particular was also slang for a mistress. 
By the 20th century, 'smoke' and 'fog' had 
become collapsed into 'smog'. 

And this character appears again and 
again in fiction about London. Hugh Owen's 
short story from 1905, The Poison Cloud, 
describes a fog that starts as an inconve- 
nience and then becomes something much 
more malevolent, foreign and deadly. It is 
the fault of 'foreign coal', imported by the 
thousands of tons through the docks at 
Wapping and the Isle of Dogs, that threat- 
ens London. And while Owen's middle class 
heroes hold their nerve, 'the starving 
hordes of the East End' prepare to loot and 
riot; it's only martial law that keeps the bare- 
ly civilised Cockneys in check. 

No coincidence that this was the year of 
the draconian Aliens Act, ostensibly 
designed to control immigration, but more 
directly to address the fears of mass 
Jewish immigration to the East End... the 
newcomers bringing revolution with them 
to Whitechapel and Shoreditch. 

Joseph Conrad, himself an Eastern 
European who had washed up in Wapping, 
uses those London Particulars brilliantly 
in The Secret Agent, his tale of Eastern 
European revolutionaries in the capital. The

terrorists slip unseen through our midst, 
hidden beneath a yellow blanket more ef- 
fective than any disguise. 

TS Eliot, an American who became more 
English than the rest of us, sees it as an in- 
tegral element of London. In The Love 
Song Of J Alfred Prufrock, he describes: 

The yellow fog that rubs its back 
upon the window-panes, 

The yellow smoke that rubs its 
muzzle on the window-panes, 

Licked its tongue into the corners 
of the evening, 

Lingered upon the pools that 
stand in drains... 

Surely James Herbert's 1975 chiller The 
Fog, although science fiction, was inspired 
by the pea-soupers of his Bethnal Green 
childhood spent helping his dad set up 
the market stall on those foggy Brick 
Lane mornings. 

And that great chronicler of Cockney life, 
Charles Dickens, uses 'London ivy', as he dubs 
it, again and again to shroud and confuse 
the characters in Bleak House, The Old 
Curiosity Shop et al. Henry James, Oscar 
Wilde, Robert Louis Stevenson - all used the 
London fog as a character, a plot device, a 
shorthand for London itself. 

It wasn't all fiction. Whoever Jack the 
Ripper may have been, he certainly 
committed his crimes at the 'height of 
London fog's density and frequency, in 
the late 1880s'. Commentators were not 
simply adding colour by portraying the 
murders as taking place under cover of a 
London Particular. 

And if many 19th and 20th century 
artists were heading south to paint the 
limpid light of the Mediterranean, others 
were hopping off the boat at Wapping, easel 
and paints on their back, eager to capture 
the murk of London. Whistler and Monet 
painted London fogs with a fascination oth- 
er artists reserved for Provence and Tuscany. 

Then the skies cleared. In April 1956, the 
Russian premier, Marshal Bulganin, on an 
official visit to London, praised our clear and 
sunny weather. 'London fog seems to be a 
thing of the past,' he declared. Not quite. 
December 4, 1962 saw a fog that paralysed 
London, reminding The Evening Standard 
of the dark days of 1952. But the introduc- 
tion of smokeless fuel meant it was a last 
gasp. By the mid-1960s, Londoners could 
breathe again.

Part of the Ariana Group 
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TWO scourges of modern day 
London life are being met head on 
by the Griffin Community Trust. 

It was set up 27 years ago to enrich the lives 
of senior citizens and medical students by 
fostering a sense of community between the 
two groups. 

And today it is finding its services more 
relevant than ever as it sets about trying to 
do something to help young people unable 
to afford their own homes in the capital, while 
also helping elderly residents who are iso- 
lated and seeking companionship. 

East End Life visited the project, which is 
not only helping to forge strong links be- 
tween young and older generations but also 
giving a a group of medical and dental stu- 
dents an opportunity to rent accommoda- 
tion at about half of the average market rate. 

The idea is beautifully simple. The Trust 
provides residential accommodation for 
medical and dental students from Barts and 
The London School of Medicine and Dentistry. 
The students, in return, spend time with 
residents at Shaftesbury Lodge, a warden 
controlled housing scheme for older people, 
next door to the student accommodation 
block in Poplar. 

Students are charged £76 per week rent, 
inclusive of bills and they volunteer at 
least one hour of each week to befriend 
an older person and help organise a 
programme of social events for both 
groups to enjoy together. 

These include an annual garden party, a 
Christmas party, trips to the theatre, 
afternoon tea at top London hotels, flower 
arranging sessions and video evenings, 
which have fostered enduring friendships 
between young and old. 


Young at heart 

A community trust has come up with a way to tackle the problems of housing 
costs for young people and isolation among the elderly as Jessica Odubayo reports. 
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Jimmy Butler, 85, and his 86-year-old wife 
Hilda moved to Shaftesbury Lodge about a 
year ago. They were matched' with students 
Joe and Abbey who regularly visit for a chat 
and to share a laugh and jokes. 

“We talk about lots of things including our 
families and politics. The students are both 
down to earth young people and we've been 
to many places together, including Southend,'' 
Hilda said. 

Jimmy said the student visitors helped keep 
him young at heart.

Bernie Martin, 71, agreed. “We are very 
fortunate to have the students assigned to 
Shaftesbury Lodge,'' he said. 

“They are always friendly and under- 
standing of our needs. We are involved in the 
planning of activities but appreciate the free 
time they give up in order to visit and arrange 
fun nights. 

“We've had film evenings, met wild 
animals, made pizzas, and done flower 
arranging, all of which have been enjoyable 
and entertaining. 

“Outings have also included afternoon tea 
at the Dorchester and aboard a river boat, 
theatre trips and an evening at Brick Lane 
Music Hall.” 



Margaret Schofield, 77, used to run a pub 

in Harford Street, Stepney, and has lived at 
Shaftesbury Lodge since October last year, 
where she has been introduced to Emily. 

“I couldn't have come to a better place,” 
Margaret said. 

“My daughters are away but Emily chats 
to me about her life - she is like a daughter 
to me and my own daughters love her.” 




Parmella Cowie said dental student 
Armadeep pops in regularly for a chat. 

She added: “He tells me about his family 
who are originally from India, and he wants 
to know about my family who originate from 
Trinidad. We talk about our life experi- 
ences and I take part in the activities.” 

The positive effects are apparent to rela- 
tives of those living at the lodge, too. 

Jean Thompson, whose mother Patricia, 94, 
said the students had given her mum the 
opportunity to experience activities such as 
afternoon tea and music hall entertainment. 
Jean escorts her mum on many of the 
outings, too. 

She said: “Much effort is put into organ- 
ising these events. Having to fit this into their 
studies must at times be difficult. 

“The students are always very helpful to res- 
idents and it is great they have a chance to 
meet with and experience being with younger 
people. I cannot speak highly enough of the 
students who have visited my mother.” 

“I am very grateful to those who estab- 
lished the Griffin trust. I feel very fortunate 
that my mother has been able to experience 
such an amazing project.” 

Reggie Gordon, 80, lived in a three-bedroom 
maisonette in Poplar before he moved to 
Shaftesbury lodge two years ago. He said be- 
ing paired with trainee surgeon Chris had 
given him someone to have cup of tea and 
chat with. 

Former seaman Cliff Moore has lived in 
Australia, Africa, and America and loves shar- 
ing tales of his travels with the students. 

“They are a very nice bunch of people,” 
83-year-old Cliff said.

Dental student Kieran Gohel-Andrews who 
is student chair of the Griffin Community 
Trust said there was fierce competition for 
accommodation at Griffin House. 

“This year, there were 59 applications for 
just four places.” 

Kieran, who is matched with Joyce 
Fletcher, added: “We chat about life, about 
Joyce's experiences during the Second World 
War, and about social issues. 

“What is nice is to see residents as people, 
not as patients. It is a different side to life. 
It is nice to see the community spirit is back.” 

Co-chair Rebekah Hadley said the tmst had 
added a new dimension to student life. 

She said: “For the residents I hope it 
offers some new opportunities for fun. 

“We can offer residents as much or as 
little involvement as they wish and, with the 
students staying for several years, we can 
build some really strong bonds.”

Eating out, eating in 


Brick Lane hidden gem 


Plums... tasty and 
full of vitamins

IF you remember Mr Ben 
then this place is a winner 
before you’ve even tried 
the food. 

This gem of a restaurant is 
actually through a high-end 
fashion shop, so imagine the 
Silver Fox's Tom & Jerry-esque 
double-take expression when 
we cross over the threshold 
from clothes shop to twinkly, 
secreted restaurant! 

We are warmly greeted with 
a delicious aperitif (made with 
Grey Goose vodka no less) and 
sat at a shared table. 

Amuse-bouches of brie and 
potato croquettes have me 
teary-eyed before we've even 
started in earnest. 

The interiors are rather 
gorgeous, with low-lighting, 
and interesting objets d'art. 

The Silver Fox's starter of 
oysters served five ways was de- 
clared his best ever, and oh 
there've been a few: slipped into 
a bloody mary shot, crumbed 
and deep-fried, bedded with 
chorizo and chilli-bite after bite 
of oyster umami heaven. 

My gazpacho with whole 
griddled asparagus and unctu- 
ous goat's cheese was also up 
there in the best starter's brigade. 


Why is it that even at this 
wisened age I am still shocked 
at the chilling of a soup even 
though forewarned is appar- 
ently forearmed? 

My veggie main was a riot of 
flavour: deep smokiness of 
aubergine puree, alongside the 
surprising meatiness of slow 
cooked lentil ragout with a 
grilled gem lettuce atop. 

The silver fox's seared tuna 
with bok choi and wasabi mayo 


was ample and delicious. 

As we were on a roll, we in- 
dulged in puddings. Vanilla 
bavoroise - a symphony of 
creamy, wobbly vanilla bass 
notes crescendoed with a tart 
gooseberry compote. 

The generous cheeseboard 
was from Neal's Yard. 

As misanthropic as we can be, 
we enjoyed the shared space 
and made friends with Jono and 
Jen from Oz, among others. 


We all agreed the head chef 
Fred Bolin is borderline genius. 

The set menu is £30 for two 
courses or £35 for three , which 
includes a cocktail and amuse- 
bouche. The wine and cocktail 
list is extensive. 

If you're looking for a special 
evening, that's quirky and 
memorable, look no further.

A GROUP of volunteers 
who care for canals and 
green spaces along the 
borough’s waterways 
are in the running for a 
national award. 

The Lower Regents Coalition 
(LRC) organises clean-ups, 
planting and wildlife protection 
events. 

And as a result of all its good 
it work, it has been nominated 
for the Canal & River Trust's 
Living Waterways Award, which 
recognises the most inspiring 
waterway-based projects across 
the UK. 

The group was nominated 
for its Greening the Regent's 
project - a programme of 
enhancement events along the 
Regent's Canal, aimed at getting 
residents involved. 


It began in November 2014, 
when the Canal & River Trust 
drained a 900-metre stretch 
of the Regent's for the first time 
in a century, so it could repair 
its ageing canal walls. 

The LRC, with support from 
London waterway charity 


Thames2i, Limehouse-based 
kayak hire Moo Canoes, Kier 
Construction and the Canal & 
River Trust, then staged eight 
clean-up events over six weeks. 

Some 172 volunteers put in a 
total of 860 hours and removed 
countless bottles, cans and 


plastic bags as well as bulk 
rubbish including shopping 
trolleys, appliances, motorbikes 
and more than 120 tyres. 

They also found an unex- 
ploded Second World War hand 
grenade and First World War-era 
bayonets among the ten tonnes 
of rubbish removed. 

The next phase - launched 
with the help of a grant for more 
than £9,900 from the Tower Hill 
Trust - was used to install 
floating planters, lily pads and 
coir pallets seeded with reeds, 
sedges and iris in three areas 
near Ben Jonson Lock. 

■ The LRC, along with Moo 
Canoes, will be at the Grand 
Union Place Estate's summer 
fun day in Stepney, on Satur- 
day, August 15 from i2-4pm. 
The event is open to all.

Permit Transfer 
Scheme: for residents 
moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car 
free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
introduced the new Permit Transfer 
Scheme (PTS) to operate from 
5 September 201 1 to help to reduce the 
levels of overcrowding in social rented 
housing in the borough. The PTS helps 
some families move to larger social 
rented car free homes by allowing them 
to retain one on-street resident car 
parking permit, subject to the PTS 
criteria as outlined below being met. 
The PTS is a change in the operation of 
the Council's existing on-street 
Residents' Parking Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of 
air pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle 
and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local 
pay-as-you-go car clubs 
(www.carplus.org.uk) are also now 
available in Tower Hamlets to help you get 
around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not 
be able to apply for on-street residents' car 
parking permits, unless you hold a disabled 
driver's blue badge or are eligible under the 


Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is 

targeted at social rented housing residents. 

The criteria for the PTS is as follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom 
or larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking 
permit per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing 
proof of PTS eligibility to Parking 
Services (including a duly signed and 
dated Tower Hamlets Homes or housing 
association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower 
Hamlets Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof 
of the work to be carried out must be 
provided, along with the vehicle's details. 
Each home can apply for a maximum of 20 
one-day-permits within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing 
parking for up to five hours on weekdays 
and all day on weekends. Households can 
apply for up to 3 books of 10 scratchcards 
per year.
